While in the past ages tho stars wero 


believed to control the. destinies of men 
•and nations, tho moon has, from time 
immemorial, also been supposed to 
exert -numerous influences upon our 
globe/ not only affecting its inhabitants, 
but even extending to the whole econo- 
my of nature; and while the figments of 
astrology are now exploded, it is a 
singular fact that the lunar myths have 
still a strong'hold on the popular mind. 


It would;be a" wearisome tnsk to dis- 


cuss all'the notions that have obtained 
with respect to the influences of the 
moon, and we shall therefore speak only 
of those which have. been most'• current- 
l y received. .

There is a widespread belief that the 


moon has a decided influence upon iho 
weather. 
Thus,, for instance, it is 


thought that a change of the weather 
takes place when tho moon cluingos, 
and nearly two thousand years ago tho 
.approach of winds or storms was pre- 
dicted by the different, appearances of 
the' horns of tho new moon. If they both 
appeared blunt, a violent tempest was 
to be expected; iif.both bright and sharp, 
high winds were predicted. 
The turn- 


ing-HP of the horns of the moon is sup- 
posed to indicate fair weather; for it is 
then able to hold water like a basin; 
but if the horns are turned down, the 
water, so to speak, runs out, and tho 
coming season is wet. 


It is sufficient answer to this belief 


that men of., science have a<jain and 
again, proved it to be false. 
The elder 


Hersciiel said that he had all his life 
watched the weather in connection with 
tho changes of the moon, and had found 
that the latter'exerted -no influence up- 
on the former. Sir William Thompson' 
lately stated to the British. Scientific 
Association that ho had carefully ob- 
served the full inoon, the new moon and 
tho moon in its quarters, and could find 
on relation between its .phases and the 
variations of. the weather. 
. It is quite an ancient opinion that tho 
best time for felling timber is when the 
moon is waning, for if it is cut when 
" the moon is increasing, tho wood, it was 
supposed, would rapidly decay. 
Tnis 


• impression still prevails in' many coun- 
tries. .: It is acted upon in England and 
Germany, and in France tho forest law 
forbids the cutting of timber during the 
increase of the moon. 
In Brazil a dis- 


tinguished Agriculturist in that.-ernpiro 
:asscrts,- as the result of '. his experience, 
that wood which was not'cut at the full 
of the moon was at'once attacked by 
worms and soon decayed. For the pur- 
pose of testing.this point, Monsieur Du- 
hamel, a celebrated French agricultur- 
ist, made direct and accurate experi- 
ments, and the results clearly proved 
that the qualities of timber cut in dif-;, 
ferent parts of the month are the same. 


Akin to this belief is tho notion, which, 


extensively- prevails . in Europe,: that 
seeds must'bo sown, and trees planted, 
when the moon is on the increase, if 
they aro expected to grow and flourish 
with vigor. ' Duhamel and others made 
extended, observations on this point 
also, which showed that, as far as tho 
investigation was carried, this belief 
had no foundation in fact 


The Romans believed that oysters 


and other shell fish became larger dur- 
ing the increase of the moon than when 
it was waning, and the notion is men- 
tioned by the poofLucretius and other 
ancient writers. It has been held,'also, 
in modern times; but the-subject has 
been carefully examined by Eohwilt, 
who, by comparing shell fish taken in 
different periods of the month, found 
that no.diflerence could bo detected in 
their condition. 
• 


Plutarchi in one of his dinner talks, 


thus remarks: "Euthedcmus"of Sunium 
gave us at an entertainment a very 
large boar;, the guests wondering at the 
bigness of the boast, he said that ho had 
one a great'deal larger, but in the car- 
rying of it its exposure to the rays of 
the moon had made it ;stink." It was 
supposed by the ancients that the moon- 
beams shed moisture -upon the animal 
substances and thus caused the putre- 
faction, 
.

There is .also a. belief at .the' present 


day, especially, .in. tropical countries, 
that the moonbeams produce a rapid 
decomposition on. flesh and fsh that 
are exposed to their influence. 
These 


results can be readily explained without 
having..to suppose that there is any pe- 
culiar;-property in- the moon's rays 
which produces this effect. 
When the1 


moon is shining brightly the sky is 
clear, the dew is thea copiously depos- 
ite'd.upon the animal substance then ex- 
posed, laricLthe .moisture'; thus 'received 
tends to -'accelerate putrefaction. 
The 


dew, then, is the cause of this change, 
and not.the moon; forthiseffect would 
occur when tho. sky is clear, whether the 
moon is above the horizon or below it. 


Among the farmers of Kew .England 


it used to be said, and perhaps is now, 
that if pigs were killed in the wane of 
the moon, the salt pork would- shrink 
'in the boiling; but if they were1-killed 
during the jncrcase of the moon, the 
pork would swell in the pot. This may 
be.one of tho host of things that were 
.brought over in the Mayflower—for the 
notion prevails in-'Suffolk, England. 


"The sun shall not smite thee by day 


n r the moon by night" is a verso that 
embodies a very old belief that the 
moon exerts a pernicious influence on 
persons exposed to its rays. In modern 
times thisinfiuencei however, .has been 
doubted, and oven don'ed, though many 
accounts .can be found .vherc, in trop- 
ical climates, persons sleeping;Beneath 
the.'dirept rays of the moon' liave :had 
thbir sight affected,; or the muscles of 
tho face contracted,;or their..eyes drawn 
nsido, and feverish symptoms prod need. 
Xt :s a question .whether those. -effects 
wero the results of any other influences 
than the-glare'of light and the chill 
of the-night to: which the sufferers wero 
exposed. 


The influence which the moon is sup- 


posed to exert on the maladies 'of tho 
human body is a very ancient notion. 
Hippocrates held it, nml it was likewise- 
maintained by Galen. It has come 
down,to : our own times, though with 
diminished credit

Mrs, .Quickly, remark that Falstaff "died 
at the turn of the tide." The negro in 


the West Indies s;iys: "Hhn furor slmll 
go when the water comes low; -him al-;

. .An opinion once prevailed-that tlie

The writer has 
now such an almanac before liim, pub- 
lished by Hudson & Goodwin, of this 
city, in 1805, and the 'directions for the 
use of.the signs are/ as follows: 


"To'know where the'sigh is, find the 


day' of tho month and against the da)' 
on tho fourth column you have the sign 
or place of the moon; and then find tho 
sign in the frontispiece and it will show 
you the part of-the body it governs." •

necticut to extend to cattle, fifty years 
ago.

'The :woi-d'lunatic- (from Luna, the 


moon) indicates a person of unsound 
mind, and the'general use oS the 
• word 


is'.a proof of the once prevalent:belief 
that the moon was intimately connected 
with this form 'of 'disease. If is stated 
by Lardner, that he has raet.-w.ith'many 
intelligent and well-educatettphvsiciaiis, 
who. 
maintained that the igjjjftiysms 01 


insane patients aro more violent 'when 
tho moon is full than "at'-other times. 
On the othei'hand, Dr. Gibers, of Bre- 
men, affirms that in a long practice he 
was never able to discover any connec- 
tion between the phenomena of this dis- 
ease and the phases.of • the moon. 
The 


writer once questioned an eminent phy- 
sician, who for many years had tfie 
charge of an insane asylum, whether 
tho patients were excited more than 
usual when the moon was full. 
He did 


not give much credence to .this belief, 
but.remarked that possibly the. bright 
light caused by the full moon might in- 
crease thoir excitement. With, persons 
in sound .health a bright moonlight 
night is not conducive to'sleep, anil it 
would not be surprising if it should af- 
fect in. a greater degree the insane, suf- 
fering from. the extreme susceptibility 
of their disorganized systems. 


Such notions as that bad luck follows' 


if the new moon: is seen, over tho loft 
shoulder, or. if a marriage take place 
when the moon is waning, are to be 
classed with, those absurdities that mis- 
fortune attends the spilling of salt, or 
the gathering of thirteen persons around 
a dinner table.— Hartford (Conn.) Times.
